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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

With respect to claims l^and 16-17, it is not clear as how "the output indicator is being 
utilizable in the driver circuit to control the modulation current". 

Further, claims 1,5, and 16-17 are indefinite and vague since it has been held that the 
recitation that an element is "adapted to" perform a function is not a positive limitation but only 
requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any patentable sense. In re 
Hutchinson, 69 USPQ 138. 

The remaining claims are dependent on the above rejected claims and therefore are also 
rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-2, 5, and 9-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Koga 
et al. (USPN 6266078) (herein after Koga). 
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With respect to claims 1,5, and 9-17, Koga show in Fig. 5 a driver circuit for an optical 
source comprising an input stage coupled to an output stage, a modulation current generator 
circuit (121 A and 12 IB), an output load detection circuit (145 and 146) generating an output 
indicator, and an output logic gate 147. 

With respect to claim 2, Koga show in Fig.5 a laser diode 113,112, and 111. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Koga 
et al. (USPN 6266078) in view of Link (USPN 5883910). Koga disclose all limitations of the 
claims except for the input stage and the output stage comprising a differential pair and the 
intermediate stage. Link teaches in Fig. 3 an output stage comprising a differential pair (Ql and 
Q2), an input stage comprising a differential pair (Q5 and Q6), and an intermediate stage 
comprising Q3, Q4, Q7, and Q8. For the benefit of a driver circuit, it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide Koga a 
differential pair for an output stage and an input stage and a push-pull stage for an intermediate 
stage as taught by Link.
